Ishmeut inflicted npon offenders, and 
eminently in the case of ¢ Dutch Heinrich? 
and Jacob Rosenweig, thure was !no ques 
tion of their guilt, and this coinmunity 
breathod “a prayer of thankfulness when 
they learned thatthe extreme pwoal y of 
the law bad been meted oattovench. But 
it seems that the Bupreme Court, at its 
general term lately, upon gome telinicul 
poluts presented by the Gdnosel for the 
prisonets, reversed the con¥ictiong nd or- 
dered a pew trial in each caso without 
asaigoing any reason orgiving any opinion, 
Heinrich and Rosonweig will bles the

with the preceding year,” and this decrease 
ins been most remarkable in political 
offences, “The record of treasonable 
offences, which » few years ago were #o 
rife, is now all bat obliterated,” having 
been reduced from upwarda of 500 in 1866 
to seven in 1871. Agrarian outrages, 
which in 1870 renebed the frightful aggre- 
wate of 1,829, declined Inst year to 368; 
aod whorens io the first half of 1870 no less 
than 1.219 were reported, in tho first hulf 
of 1872 only 116 were reported, many of 
which baye not arisen out of disputes about 
Yeoxnt-right, but out of such matters as 
rights of way and questions of title, 

At is worth observing that 1866, Jwhich 
produced the maximum number of political 
offences, being the year in which FPenian- 
lem became miiitant, ranks lowost in the 
écale of agrarino outrage, having produced 
but 87 cases of thut description in the 
whole twelve mooths.

“gone to reat” is therefore worthy of more 
than a mere passing notice ;-- 


Arthur Hopper, Esq., (to whom we refer) 
was a native of Roscrea, County of Tipper~ 
ary, Ireland, born in the year 1784, he had 
attended his 88th year at the time of his 
death; he emigrated to this country in 1822, 
and was therefore filty years a resident of 
Canada, forty of which were spentin the 
County of Carleton. 


Deceased became a member of the Orange 
Association in his eighteenth year, taking 
bis first degree in the City of Dublin,where 
he also served as a yeoman, during the dis- 
turbance of 1808 ; afterwards, (having filled 
soyeral subordinate offices) he for several 
years occupied the chair as Deputy Grand 
Master of the County of Tipperary. 


Afler his arrival at Montreal, where he 
firat settled, he, with the late Bros, William 
Burton, John Dyer; Francis Abbott, Sr,, 
(father of Francis Abbott, Esq., of Ottawa) 
aod about six or eight athers, formed the 
first Orange Lodge ever opened in British 
America, under warrant from the Grand 
Lodge of Ireland, which warrant Bro, Wm, 
Burton went home expressly to procure ; 
on his return Bro. Burton (whom some of 
the oldest Bytonians may remember) was 
electod Master of the Lodge, ha (Bro. Bur- 
ton) was therefore the jirst master of tho 
Ars Orange Lodge eVer opened in Canada, 
The subsequent year, Bro. Arthur Hopper 
was elocted to fll the chair, with thd ad- 
ditional power, however, of granting war- 
rants to subordinate Lodges, given under the 
Great Seal of the Grand Lodge of Ireland, 
the Earlof Enniskillen being Grand Master, 
and the frat warrant ever granted to a Sub- 
ordinate Lodge in British America, was 
gianted to (we think) Bro, Robert Brich, of 
Richmond, County of Carleton, (who muat 
now be aCentenarian,) under tho hands and 
souls of Bro, Arthar Hopper as Grand Mas- 
tor, and Bro. Wm. Burton, as Deputy Grand 
Master, Shortly afterwards, Bro. Ogle R. 
Gowan camo,to this country with creden- 
tials from the Grand Lodge of Ireland, who, 
alter a council with the Lodges then in 
existence, inaugurated tho present system, 
Deceased, a couple of years alter, settled 
in Huntly, County of Carleton, where he 
opened under warrant to him,the firat Lodge 
in that Township; he sdbsequontly inaugu- 
rated lodges in different parta of the County 
of Carleton, the Inat of which was No, 85,of 
Nepean, of which he was firat Master, and 
of which he was mado an honory member 
for life, when, through infirinity, he could 
no longer attend tho meetings, he died a 
mombor of that Lodyo,and therefore seventy 
years in close connection with the Order, 
having all the Degrees possible to be con« 
ferred from tho Orange to the highest in the 
Black. In hia latter yeara nothing could 
please the old gentleman moro that a friend 
should call, to whom he could recount some 
of the scenes of hia onrlierdays,and amongat 
the roast nono with more pardonable pride 
than tho fact of his boing prowent at the 
Inst Irish Parliament, and opening of the

Waste of Timber. 
(From the St, John Telegraph.) 


‘The increasing scarcity of our staple pro- 
duct and the necessity of husbanding and 
carefully protecting what remains, demand 
the immediate attention of the public. 
Year by year the spruce logs which our 
river bears to the sea have been decreasing 
ao much in aize as to attract the attention 
of our most intelligent business men, while 
the famous timber pine which was once so 
common, now commands a tabulous price. 
A few yeara since cedar lands were deemed 
of no value; now they are looked upon in 
certain sections of the province as of great- 
er value than if they had been covered by a 
growth of spruce. Hard woods, also, 
which the farmers living on the banks of 
navigable rivers were soready formerly to 
cut down, and destroy, are daily becoming 
of greater value, nnd in fact wooded Jands 
of almost all kinds are looked at and 
sought atter with an attention which a few 
years since would have been thought little 
better than absolute folly, 

Within the Jast three years, the New 
Brunswick and Noya Scotia Land Company 
sold their lance at 80 cents per acre, Now 
thet their best timber lands are in the 
hands of private individuals, they are ask- 
ing $1.50 per acre for the balance, which is 
mostly covered by a growth of bard wood, 
and whioh though in many cases, good for 
settlement, ia not by any means generally 
ada sted to the purposes of the lumberer, 

The former waste of wood by the lum- 
bermen was so great that. hundreds of 
thousands of dollars worth of yaluable tim- 
ber io the tops and buts of pine and spruce 
were left to rot in the woods, which, if 
now growing, would greatly supplement 
our stock of the staple of the couatry,

The Feet in Winter. 


Through the feet comes every year to 
multitudes—death! Especially ip Wins 
ter ought pains to be taken to keep the 
feet warm, to be healthful; the warmth 
comes trom within, Stockings keep the 
feot warm because they keep about the feet 
the warmth which comesfrem them ; hence 
those materials are the best for the {vet 
that are non-conductors; thus it is ‘ne 
Woolen stockings sre considered Wwarme 
than cotton or alk; there is less warmt! 
‘n cotton than woolen, becange they con~ 
vey the heat with very great rapidity from 
the feet. Yet some people’ feet are more 
comfortable in Winter with cotton or silk, 
than woolen because persons with p 
vigorous cifculation cive out so much he 
that if kept about the feet, perspiration is 
induced, this becomes condensed by the 
cold trom through the boot or shoe, thus 


keeping the tect cold and clammy and 
damp, 


If the pores of the skin are closed in 
any part of the body, that part in ercher 
anoaturally hot or cold, If the circulation 
14 vigorous it overliests because it-cannot 
escape through these same pipes of the 
system, If the circulation is sluguish, the 
blood of the vems stagnates, nud thes 
blood of the arteries, which catries beat 
and life cannot get there; bence the first 
step in keeping the feet warm 18 to keep 
pores open. The pores of the soles ot 
the feet are much the largest in the whole 
body: hence the necessity ot keeping the 
the pores in the soles always open That 
can only be done in one way: Keup the 
feet clean ; cleap Away the concreiiove ot 
perspiration,oil und dust,which are al Ways 
uccuinulating, and seal the tops of there 

ores, the chimneys of the system, hermet- 
ically. 

Souk tho feet in warm water every night 
and twice n week scrape the anted of the 
feet. There is nothing that can be named 
which is so sale. Then dip both (et in 
cold water, wipe with a towel, dry before 
the fire, and get into bed without walk= 
ing 09'n cold floor; the feeling on covering 
Op will be an agreeable surprise. 

Before you dress in the morning, put 
hoth teet in cold water for # second or two, 
they need not go deeper than the toes, 
then wipe dry. This bath ought to be 
attended to by persons of sedentary habits, 
Many have got rid of the discomfort of 
cold feet io the way desorbed. If persons 
have no strength nor vitality, this, aw well 
as other mothods will fail. Hall's Journal

A Question at Law, 


Woe observe from our American exchangos 
that atest ease is being prepared with a 
view to ascertain how far Mr, Pullman, the 
owner of the sloeping cars running over most 
of our railways, is responsible for the yalu~ 
ables stolea from passengera when travel= 
ling in hie coaches, Mr. Pullman's'p¥otits 
fro derived from the Jodyers who take 
bertha, Heyprovides conductors and por- 
tors who haye exclusive control of hin cars 
bubject to the right of tho railway company’s 
employees to pasa through them to collect 
fares and to take measures for the aafoty of 
the train. It occasionally happens tbat an 
export thief obtains admission to a car, 
Secrotly or a8 a regular passenger, and pon- 
seases himaelf of the watohes and money of 
the alecpers. Is Mr, Pallman’s liability that 
ofa common carrier of passengers, or that 
of an innkeeper? That is the question. It 
the law regulating the liability of innkeep- 
ers applios to such acase Mr, Pullman must 
make ood the loss; but il he 1s simply a 
common carrier of passengers he 18 not res~ 
ponsible, unless it can be clearly shown 
that the loas resulted from the dishonesty 
or negligence of his emyloyees, It was a 
principle of the Roman law, adopted into 
modern jurisprudence,that an innkeeper is 
responsible for the acts of his domestica and 
for thefts, and this liability is based on the 
fact that he receives a profit for entertaining 
his guests, Ooko says “an innkeeper is 
bound to restitution, it the guest is robbed 
in his house by any perfon whatevor,unless 
itappear that he wag robbed by his own 
servant,or by acompanion whom he brought 
with him.” Common carriers insure the 
safe transportation of goods and baggage 
placed in their custody, but are not liable 
for thefts from the person of a passengor. 
Mr. Pullman takes the ground that he ia a 
common carrier, While those who seek tw 
recover for losses by thefts committed on 
his cars insist that, by analogy, the rules of 
law prescribing the duties and rights of 
inukeepers and their guests are applicable 
to such a case, Mr, Pallman and the travel 
ling public are interested in the speedy 
settlement of the question. If it should be 
determined adversely to Mr, Pullman, he 
will be compelled to provide places for the 
sate keeping of valuables belonging to pas- 
sengers, or to exact sleepless vigilance from 
hig porters and conductors, and, if it should

Mauriled Alive in an Ottawa 
Cemetery. 


For some timo past the work of remoying 
the remains of the departed from the old 
Roman Cathelic burying ground to Lhe new 
cemetery, has been quietly going on, and 
nothing more than might be expected under 
the eircumstances occurred until the other 
day. The sacred ashes have been reverently 
taken from their narrow beds and removed 
by the hands of the loving friends to the 
new city of the dead, Affecting incidents 
have naturally oecurred, and some scenes 
bordering on the revolting have been wit~ 
nessed in the old cemetery. Recently 
buried bodies have been uncoffined that 
fond eyes might gaze upon their features 
for a last time, befere covering them with 
the sod again. One such inoident of a 
startling nature occurred lately in Ottawa. 
A gentleman who was engaged in removing 
the remains of some of his deceased rela- 
tives, was asked by an acquaintance, who 
was similarly engaged, to assist bim in 
lifting a coffin froin a graye. He did so,and 
the lid was taken off. To the horror of the 
small body of spectators Who gathered 
around it, they discovered that the body 
(which was that of an uncle of the gentle- 
man who was remoying jt) had been dis- 
turbed in the coffin, It was terribly con- 
torted, as if the deceased‘had died in great 
agony. The face wore an expression of 
intense pain and horror, the arms were 
drawn up as far as the coffin would admit, 
and the head was twisted round to the 
shoulders, from which the flesh had appar~ 
ently been gnawed by the struggling man. 
Sickened by tho horrid sight the spectators 
drew back from) the coffin and looked 
speechlessly into each other's eyes. Not a 
word was spoken, but there was not a man 
present who did not feel that the deceased 
had been buried alive—proably, while ina 
trance—and had awakened only to perish 
in his living tomb, The coffin was closed 
again and taken to the new cainelery where 
it was decently interred, Evory precaution 
was taken to hush up the affair, but it bas 
got abroad, and we vow publish it without 
giving names,—Ottawa Citizen. 


Dr. Charles Mackay, in Knife and Fork

elther to the gourmand or the gourmet. A 
haggis is compoued of the heart, liver and 
lights of a sheep, hopped into mincement, 
and mixed with a due proportion of oatmeal 
and onions cut emall, The mixture, after 
being neasoneg vith salt and popper, is placud 
in the stomac® of the sheep Ike « plum pud~ 
ding in its bag, and boiled until thoroughly 
done—a proces, of course, dependent, for the 
length of time required, on the size of the 
haggis. Thore have been Englishmen who

quired painfally, like a taste for tobacco
